It is 
not possible for the moon to have an atmosphere of any extent, and probably has none at 
all (unless you would call a few ions of Argon an atmosphere). Instead of an advantage, 
that may make it impossible to have a sizeable observatory on the moon. This is be¬ 
cause there would be nothing to prevent the meteoric dust from hitting the surface at 
high velocity, and thus pitting the telescopic lense or mirror. The seriousness of 
this depends upon the concentration of the high-velocity dust. 

The question concerning a super-solar system has been answered by astronomers for 
years. The galactic system is composed of individual stars, star systems, clusters, etc. 
that revolve around the galactic center. And above these are the supergalactic systems, 
composed of groups of galaxies. The next highest unit that we know of is the universe 
itself, which is expanding from a central point, wherever it is."
